Wyatt at the 
city ha!T on Saturday night a recital 
which could not fail to thrill every Bri¬ 
ton with righteous pride au<l amuse In 
the timet plilcguintie the Warmest enthusi¬ 
asm and intense pnfriotisui. 4 j waa a 
glorbrn* rt*e«»rd the s|M*ukcr unfolded to 
his unfortunately sum 11 audleuce, but 
snch utterance* ns his must certainly 
leap tile confine* of the council chamber 
ami reach those who prefer to read 
rather than hear history uo matter hour 
graphic may he tbe telling. 

Listening to Mr. Wyatt on hla beloved 
theme ail must have been convinced of 
hla splendid qualifications for the office 
to which he wns npointed, the task for 
which he was selected. It Is not only 
b«**suse he so admirably knows hia sub¬ 
ject, ur»r because he ha* all the requisite 
ciith 11 * 1:1 mu. patrioti*m and pride, that 
he so admirably fills the port, but hi* 
very manner and appearance belong lo 
a fiffkMnff mnn. His delivery la not at 
all captivating, but he Rings out his irre- 
prcttclinhle rlietoric in a decisive, lr- 
n-sistibly aggregxlre style which brings 
to the eyes of fancy the lurid glare that ■ 
lighted the waters of Abourkir Bay, and 
to nn ear tbe timndera of Trafalgar. 

t'ould the children <if the city school* 
have heard hia address they would have 
learned more of what the British navy 
stands and has stood for than from 
a hundred histories. Cold type is ex¬ 
pressionless and conveys only an idea at 
beat. Mr. Wyatt seems to apeak from 
the smoke and roar of battle, to fight 
over again the victories which have won 
for (he tint line of defence the mastery 
of the sea. He described how It waa 
that the Anglo-Raxon was able to girdle 
the world w»»li Empire, to make-it* 
Ungtinge dominant. lu turn he referred 
«<• the rise, the reign and the fall of P»*r- 
tug il; tepnin, Holland amt France; and 
wnfmf*! Vis' nuitlonee by Mi tribute to 
Kir Francis Drake, whom lie eulogised as 
the grid teat aaHpr the Empire ever had. 

He descrilied tlie trenieudous tug-of- 
wnr in tbe chnnnel iietween Holland and 
Great Britain, that long stubbornly 
fought nnvnl conflict in which victory 
was not nlwaya snatched from fortune 
by the Brjivi ayrnaT Even tualbr.„lhe 
scale' inclined toward the people of the 
aea-ffirt Js'e*. nnd dcehled whether Bri 
tain or Holland ahnnld dominate the 
S4*ts. He then gave a most fascinating 
dcscrifition of Britain's death grapple 
with France, and pointed out that It 
wa-n't only the gloridua victory of Wolfe 
nn the 1*1 nips of Ahrabnm w hich gave 
the British ascendancy in America. It 
was the great naval victory i»ff tin* coast, 
of France by Lord Hawke, whidi for- 
er»*r shattered all hop»*s of the French 
retaining her power In the new world. 

The tenifi * struggle with tin* mighty 
Napoleon, lii^i subtle plan and effort* for 
the invasion of KtigiAud culminating lu 
lb# Minting of .his prospects at Trafal- 
g*r were eloquently and Instructively 
Ireateil by the *)M>nker. whose reference 
to the In ro’e denth of Ntlaon In the arut* 
of victory nnd Ids la*t message “God 
ami My Country” ova* most impressive. 

From commencement to peroration 
Mr. Wyatt held hi* nudience iu the hol¬ 
low of hU hand* and the fri*qtient oat- 
bursts of iipplanse afforded evidence of 
ibd intens * Interest with which his *tory 
—for It waa n story of nn Einplnfl riae— 
was followed. In the course of hia re¬ 
marks (Jm speaker aahl: 

“Mattery "f the sea was not secured 
by any claim and inevitable process of 
development; it did not come of Itself, or 
as a free gift of nntnrr. ft c:*me. on the 
contrary, by fierce and conscious effort, 
by toll nnd sclf-*ocrifiee continued for 
centuries from generation to genera tlon 
of oar forefather/, uutH lu the last great | 


grapple witli France under Napoleon, I 
which rlonrrf within the lifetime of so«h* t 
men still living, the victory was wrench- | 
ed from the jaws o# reluctant fortune 1 
by per s ever a nce and eudnrance, and skill 
andjjje faithful devotioo of gallant Uvea, j 
(Applause.) 

' Ami with victory waa gainnd also the } 
enjoyment of that long period of peace- 1 
ful expansion which baa lasted even to , 
our own l!mes. 4>ee glance at the past 1 
will be sufficient to convince you that 
this' pictnre which I put before you is 1 
not mere theory but indisputable truth. ; 
For we were not tbe only people, a* a | 
matter of historic fact, which burst the 
gates of the ara arid.sought wealth and 
empire across the ocean. Four EurotMwu J 
peoples, first Portugal, and then Spain, 
and then Holland, and then France, j 
broke fyeut the «bvmw -ueufluee -of their |- 
own territories and wrest(ed with u* for • 
colonies, for commerce, for all that goes 
with command of the sea. Some wide 
portions of the former empires of the 
Dutch and of the Portuguese yet sur¬ 
vive. while France, which lost to ua the 
empire she had acquired iu the 
eightn-tith century, ha* gained a new 
dominion within the last 2>l year*. 

“In this sei-nlay content, the men of 
PButtoying IbgiMdi tJ»®- l'uritan mar 
iixra of tbe sea |*orta, were the first to 
break tbe Hpnniidi monopoly of the New 
World, and curried the flag of England 
into the Pacific. They were stern men. 
fierce against a cruel foe. They knew 
well- tbv death by fire at the stake, or 
death ou the rack* of the InquUItton * 
would be their fate if they fell alive into 
the hands of the Kpaniant. and they 
gave or accepted no quarter.
